Toledo, O., April 23.—Closely 
following the largest three months 
in Willys-Overland history, a new 
high record for a single day’s 
production, was set on Thursday 
when 1,810 Whippet and Willys- 
Knight cars were built. The high- 
est previous day’s production was 
on April 10, when 1,736 cars were 





produced. 

Indications are that April sales 
and production will set a new high 
mark by the company, despite the 
fact that sales of 32,723 cars in | 
March marked a 17 per cent. gain | 
over the previous high month, the | 
March production being 31,129 cars, | 
a 19 per cent. gain over the previous 
record month.

ASHINGTON, April 23. 
—Production of pas- 
senger cars in the United 
States in March reached the 
highest total since August, 
1926, it was disclosed today 
by the automotive division of 
the Department of Commerce. 

Total production was 412,825 
units of which 371,408 were pas-,. 
senger cars and 41,417 were trucks. 
This compares with 323,514 units 
in February and 394,443 in March, 

1927, and brings the total first 
quarter production to 968,032 pas- 
senger cars and trucks against 

938,133 for the same period of 1927 

and 1,108,194 for 1926. 

The total output of 41,417 trucks 
in March has not been equalled since 
| June, 1927.

surplus, its total at the end of 1927 
exceeded that of any year prior 
to 1926 and was equal to $3,792 a 
share on the 172,645 shares of Ford 
Motor Company stock, according to} 

the report. 

It is apparent that the interrup- 
tion to output during the greater 
part of last year and the drastic 
change-over in plants and ma- 
chinery for introduction of the new 
model, made only a slight dent in 
the  corporation’s accumulated 
profits. As a matter of fact the net 
loss on this account of $47,910,754) 
is considerably less than the com- | 
pany has been earning annually 
during recent years. Estimated an-’ 



















nual profits for the four years pre- 
ceding 1927 averaged nearly twice 
this figure. 

The loss of $47,910,754 may be 
considered a minimum. The 
company continued to manufac- 
ture and supply parts for the old 
model and also did a large busi- 
ness im various by-products. It 
may be estimated that these 
phases of the company’s activities 
amounted to somewhere between 
$80,000,000 and $100,000,000 gross 
last year and that the profit was 
around $25,000,000. As this profit 
was absorbed by losses involved in 
the change-over, it is fair te add 
the figure to the loss indicated by 
the decline in surplus.

WEST PROTESTED 


‘Two Distributors in 
Salt Lake City 
Bring Issue 


By FRED L. BENNETT 

ALT LAKE CITY, UTAH, April 

23.—The Covey-Ballard Motor 
Company and the Taylor Motor 
Company, two of the city’s largest 
distributors, are appearing before 
Examiner Braten Jewell of the 
Interstate Commerce Commission 
in this city in an effort to de- 
crease the spread between “f.o.b.” 
and the actual cost of automo- 
biles here. 
| The Covey-Ballard Company is 
| appearing against the Chicago-Mil- 
walkee & St. Paul and connecting 
railroads, and the Taylor Company 
is appearing against the A. T. & 
S. F. R. R. and others. 

Melvin R. Ballard, vice-presi- 
dent and general manager of the 
Covey-Ballard Motor Company, and 
E. C. Taylor of the Taylor Motor 
Company testified. H. W. Prickett 
of the Traffic Service Bureau of 
Utah, representing the plaintiff, 
had thirty-eight exhibits designed 
to show the unreasonableness of the 
present rate charged the automo- 
bile firms by comparison with rates 
to other Western cities and in pro- 
portion to the railroad companies’ 
operating costs. 

The testimony showed that auto- 
mobiles taking a carload rate must 
pay for a certain minimum weight, 
| depending on the length of the rail- 
road car furnished, regardless of the 
actual weight loaded. This mini- 
mum weight for the smallest car is 
10,000 pounds and for a fifty-one- 
foot car is 12,000 pounds. Complain- 
ants allege that this rule is discrim- 
inatory because of the natural limits 
of loading various cars. 

A decision in this controversy is 
|not expected for some time.

Hearings were held last year by 
the commission in thirteen cities 
and transportation experts from 
the steam and electric lines and 
representatives of motor vehicle as- 
sociations offered voluminous testi- 
mony covering a wide range of 
operations under varied conditions 
in all sections of the United States. 

Under the regulations proposed, 
motor bus lines would be classed 
similarly with short line railroads 
in that they would be exempt from 
the recapture clauses of the Trans- 
portation act, by which the govern- 
ment takes from major railroads 
one-half of their earnings over 6 
per cent. 

“Original jurisdiction in the 
administration of regulation over 
motor bus lines operating in in- 

terstate conimerce should be vest- 
| ed in state regulatory bodies,” the 





report says. “The Interstate Com- 
merce Commission should be 
delegated to act with original jur- 
isdiction whenever a state board 
| fails te notify the commission of 
| its acceptance of the delegation of 
| authority to act under the Federal 
statute.” 

This provision originally was sug- 
|gested by the bus division of the 
|American Automobile Association, 
that state boards, 
whenever unable to settle disputes 
between themselves, should allow 
|bus operators to appeal to the I.

Prerequisites to operation of bus 
lines should include certificates of 
| convenience and necessity, assur- 
ance of financial stability and prop- 
| er liability insurance. 
| Granting of certificates of neces- 
| sity would be based on available 
| transportation service by existing 
| agencies, while electric and steam 
| railroads would be authorized to en- 
gage in interstate commerce by mo- 
| tor vehicles.

speedy action. He points out that 
regulation is “not in itself a good 
thing,” adding, that “less regulation, 
the better for fhe community.” 

He holds that the present bus op- 
erations are largely competitive, not 
monopolistic, and for that reason 
the need for regulation, except for 
public safety, is not clear. 

The report of the commission 
covers fifty pages, with an appendix 
of ten pages and reviews with con- 
siderable length the various argu- 
ments set forth by steam and elec- 
tric railway representatives, state 
public utilities commissioners, and 
representatives of various motor 
bus and automotive associations 
throughout the country. 

These witnesses included Fed- 
eral, state and municipal officials, 
railroad executives, operators of 
motor buses and trucks, farmers, 
livestock men, manufacturers, ship- 
pers and officials of chambers of 
commerce, traffic associations, 
highway commissions and the u- 
tomotive industry. + 

The report reviews mileages in 
interstate operations, length of 
motor bus haul, license fees and 
taxes, capacities, fares, 
operations, “wild cat” operations, 
subterfuges practised by opera- 
tors to escape regulation of state 
boards, brokerage of passengers 
in which travel agencies sell trans- 
portation, consolidation of bus 
lines, classification of trucks, 
truck service, rates, capacities, 
tonnage and fees, transportation 
of milk by truck, store-door de- 
livery, effect of weather condi- 
tions on schedules, operations to 
Canada and Mexico, decrease of 
steam and electric railroad pas- 
senger revenue and other allied 
subjects.
